The Editor’s Chair: 

Under the heading “American 
Jews Must Avoid the Nazi Trap,” 
The American Jewish Committee, 
has issued a comprehensive guide 
for action in face of Anti-Semitic 
manifestations. The advice has 
been prepared by Richard C. Roths- 
child, who is chairman of their 
Survey Committee. Readers may 
care to comment on the article, so 


I’m reprinting its essential parts> 
* » * 


What is required first is an expo- 
sure of the anti-semites for every- 
thing they stand for in terms of un- 
Americanism. On the one hand, the 
leaders of the anti-semitic organi- 
zations themselves must be shown 
up in their true colors—in many 
eases gangsters, racketeers, and 
unprincipled. demagogues. On the 
other hand, the doctrine of anti- 
semitism itself must be discredited 
as simply a smokescreen behind 
which the Nazis carry on their sub- 
versive activities here as they did 
abroad. 

Such an attack on anti-semitism 
is not merely defensive but a real 
counter-offensive. Jews, however, 
often interpret “taking the offen- 
sive” to mean public replies to the 
arguments of the anti-semites. 
Feeling righteous indignation at 
being unfairly attacked they tend 
to shout the answers to the lies 
being spread against them. This, 
however, merely plays into the 
hands of those ‘who are trying 
_ above all else to make the public 
Jew-conscious. Arguments that the 
Jews are not Communists, that 
they are not un-American—these, 
though based on fact, only serve to 
stress the anti-semitic issue itself, 
driving into the public conscious- 
ness more deeply than ever the 
issue of Jew versus non-Jew.

1. Remember that decent people 
are not anti-semitic. Assume that 
your Christian neighbor is on your 
side. 

2. Participate in general 
munal activities as a good Ameri 
can citizen. Remember that deeds 
speak louder than words 

3. Avoid apologetics and defen- 
sive “replies” which only serve to 
accentuate the false “Jewish” issue. 

4. Do not make the attack on un- 
American groups a distinctly Jew- 
ish attack. Join forces with all citi- 
zens in keeping the seeds of for- 
eign intrigue out of America. 

5. Do not argue “racial” equal- 
ity. The whole race idea only helps 
Hitler establish his “Aryan” myth. 

6. Remember that special legis- 
lation to outlaw the enemy may be

paces in contact with rabbinical circles must 

have been noticing especially in the past few 
months the discontent of the rabbinate with both 
the ineffectual leadership of national Jewish or- 
ganizations and national Jewish leaders and the 
deliberate snubbing they have received at the 
hands of these groups. 

When the J. D. C. needs a speaker, invariably 
a rabbi supplies the vocal exhortation. When the 
Zionist organization plans a drive, invariably the 
rabbi is the chairman. And the B’nai B’rith, too, 
calls upon the rabbinate for everything except 
counsel and leadership. 

If the rabbinate were just another group in 
Judaism and had continued to receive the same 
indecent treatment by the ruling hierarchies in 
American Jewish life they would have ample 
cause for complaint. But no. The rabbis are 
actually the only Jewishly intelligent group in 
the entire United States. Here and there you may 
find a B’nai B’rith leader who knows how to re- 
cite a blessing; here and there you may find a 


community council head, who knows which side is 
up in a Hebrew prayer book, and here and there 
you may find a community center official who 
knows that there were two Isaiahs. But only here 
and there. And mostly not either here or there. 

Whether the bickering, the scratching and the 
disorganized condition in American Jewish af- 
fairs would exist today were the rabbinate given 
a greater hand in management is a mooted ques- 
tion. But on the one point, the rabbincal com- 
plaint is just. Rabbis are often called on to do 
the dirty work, but rarely do they get a show 
when real decisions are to be made. Of course, 
the fault may be with the rabbinate itself, and 
that is another question. But that revolt, it is 
brewing. And Sigmund Livingston’s inconsider- 
ate attitude didn’t serve to calm any feelings 
either. 

This paper can easily foresee some hot resolu- 
tions and more determined plans for action when 
the rabbinical groups meet in annual convention 
this summer. 


Forced To Act As Council 


HE Boston Jewish Advocate comments that the 


recent action of the General Jewish Council 
exporiating the American League to Combat Anti- 
Semitism, Inc., for irresponsible action in the case 
of the seventeen indicted Christian-Fronters is a 


“ye-birth’ and that the group has evinced a 
“sudden show of life which indicates that the 


‘corpse’ is not yet completely dead.” This paper 
would point out that the G. J. C.’s action was 
not voluntary. Thus far what little action the 
G. J. C. has taken has been forced upon it. The 
G. J. C. will probably be shoved around until, 
despite itself, it will be FORCED to assume the 
position which thus far it has studiously avoided, 
that of a general Jewish council.

seem hollow but which will remain to plague her 
in peace. For overcrowded Europe, not only the 
Jews, will need colonization projects when this 
war is over. It has needed them for years. And 
it happens that the Palestine colonization project 
is the finest example existing of what trans- 
planted Europeans, animated by faith and ideal- 
ism, can do. For Britain to come out for the 
theory that a race anywhere constitutes an eter- 
nal static population is simply to condemn the 
undeveloped portions of the earth to eternal stag- 
nation. On that basis, this continent would still 
belong to the Indians. 

= * * 

But the Jews in Palestine have not dealt with 
the Arabs as our forefathers dealt with the 
Indians. They are not “conquering” a continent. 
Every bit of their land has been bought from the 
owners and paid for at an exorbitant price—not 
with whisky and colored beads. The land they 
bought was swampy, deforested and eroded. The 
Arab lands are still in the same condition. The 
land of the Jewish colonists, having first been 
purchased has been reclaimed by a system of co- 
operative land settlements or colonies whose work 
is quite incredible. 

Walter C. Lowdermilk, assistant chief of the 
Soil Conservation Service of the United States 
Department of Agriculture, said in a recent report 
on a survey of land use on three continents, that 
agricultural colonization in Palestine by the Jews 
is the most remarkable devotion to and reclama- 
tion of wasted lands that he has ever seen. 

“The Jews have paid high prices for pestilential 
swamps,” reports the distinterested Mr. Lowder- 
milk, “for sand dunes requiring fixation, for stony 
hills requiring terracing or the planting of for- 
ests. Jewish effort has transformed these wasted 
lands into flourishing areas.” 

~ ~ * 

This transformation of Palestine back into a 

land flowing with milk and honey has been done 


by Jewish youth from the ghettos of eastern 
Europe or refugees from recurrent pogroms. It 
has been done with their own hands, hands and 
backs that had to be trainetk to break stones. 
After centuries of a social inheritance that made 
most Jews into lawyers, physicians, other pro- 
fessionals or traders, they have gone back to the 
land and shown what they can do with soil, and 
human labor, science and organization applied to 
it At the same time they are rebuilding their 
race into hardy individuals who can swing a 
pickax. 

The Jewish colonists have been the victims of 
organized terrorism. Their colonies have to be 
continually defended. But their answer to terror- 
ism has been to build new colonies. There is a 
settlement called “The Five” which is a memorial 
to five young Jewish workers shot from ambush 
by Arab terrorists. The reply was to build a new 
settlement on the scene of the murder—to answer 
terror by planting trees! 

The form of social organization of the colonies, 
which combines private enterprise with communal 
organization, is full of suggestion for the whole 
world. The education of the young colonists, 
preparing them for a life on the land that will be 
efficient, simple and yet civilized, is worthy of 
study and emulation. It suggests things that 
could be done in this country for and by our un- 
employed youth.

But this activity, which is creative, this great 
drive to build and reclaim a homeland out of 
centuries of waste and abuse of the land, is now 
to be halted, not by the Arab, to whom the set- 
tlements bring a pattern of civilization which 
generations from now can be their own salva- 
tion, but because of Arabian politics, which is 
another matter entirely. 

The Labor party in England is vigorously pro- 
testing the decision, war or no war.-That adds to 
the prestige of England. For it is good to know 
that even when a country is at war, free men can 
still express themselves about policy.
